1 think I fec down the feveral Places where in 
fuch a Cafe he muft, or fhould at leaft maiatain 
Armies to defend his ownCountry ; I refume that 
Head now, becautfe J promis’d to thew the French 
could not be ufeful to them in fuch a Cafe. 

’Tis very rational to fuppofe, that he could 
not joyn with France, but the King of Denmark 
would find it for his own Safety and Iatereft, to 
joyn with the Confederates ; it was never known 
jn any War, that thofe two Nations were ever 
of one fide, they have had more Wars together 
than any two Nations in Chriftendom, even 
more than the Emperor and the Juris. 

There is an indelible Jealou‘y rooted in the 
Hearts of them, one againit another; and Pro- 
vidence, who Governs the whole Werld, feems 
to have plac’d it there, to provide foy the reft ; 
for fhould thofe two Nations agree together, 
their Ccuntry being, the Magazine of the World 
for Naval Storés, it would be ia their Power al: 
moft to tell any part of the World, as to Sea 
Affairs, when they fhould Fight, afd when they 
fhould Submic; when they fhe wld fit cut a Fleet, 
and when they fhould let ic alone. 

This conftantAnimofity would Naturally pufh 
the Dane into the Grand Allyance, ia Cale the 
Swede thould fall in with the French; and this 
would of Gourfe oblige the Swedes to maigtan 
an Army in Schonen, another on the Fronticrs 


of Norway, a great Fleet at Sea, and Troop; j 
epic ekg aed of Augen, i gee and seeledi 
ces the Frene j 
wee pr * Affiftance. ge lon 
allow that Smeden is a Powerfal Potent King- 
dom, the People a Brave, a Warlike Natien 
their King a Martial Enterprizing, and Daring, 
Prince ; but no Man will pretend either his Purfe 
or his People are able to baht with fo manyNati- 
ons, “Tis for France only to Bully Europe, the 
Swede muft not pretend to it 3 and even France 
it felt is like to pay dear for dving it, if Provi- 
dence continues the Confederates Succes. 

But an Objcttor may ftart here, The Swede 
wants no People, he has a vaft Traét of Domi- 
nion, a prodigious Number of Men, be wants 
only Money and he can do any thing. 

This would be a Satyr upon the King of Stecte- 
Jand indeed, and would pretend him to be a 
French Penfioner, and this may have fom-thing, 
in it for ought 1 know——— buc what is this 10 
the Swedes joyning Publickly with France, he 
really does the French all the Service now, aid 
more too than he could do, if he Declar’d him- 
felf; sor if he openly engag’d with France; thc 
Confederates knew what Courfe to take;

Sccondly, The Mifchief is equally great to the 
Contederaces, and yet is done as by their Friend 
and Ally, wirhout the King of Sweden invol- 
ving, Biovelf in a War with them 5 nay, If the 


King, of Sweden has a real Defign to weaken the — pole 


Contederacy and aihft France, he will keep him- 
felt their feeming Friend and by that means pre- 
ferve himfelf'in a Capacity to puhh their Ally, the 
King of Poland, without Embroiling himfelf di- 
rely, which muft confequently divert his Force, 
and divide his Power. 

For tlrefe Reafons *tis clear to me, he will ne- 
ver Declare himfelf for France, whatever Extre- 
mities we drive him to, and that to threaten 
the Confederates wich fuch a thing, is to fup- 
pofe them fo weak, as not to judge what is, of 
is Bot his Intereft, as well as himfelf.

Fir, Ye will force him to Declare himfelf; he 
will thea tell us plainly, whether he is our 
friend or our fecret Enemy, and Eusope remain 
no longer at an uncertainty ; he muft either 
Dreals with you outright,and make the Peace of 
ia North no longer doubtful, or be ruined and 
undone. 

~ Secondly, Fhe Peace will be eafily made, and 
yet fo made, as the Swede may be honourably 
dealt with. 

This is being: jaft to"our Confederates, and to 
‘our felves ; this is (eeing our Intereft, and open- 
mg, our Eyes to our Deliverance; even. the 
Swede you fhall thus force to a Reace, will be 
your Friend, at leaft no Enemy; for 1 venture 
Rill to. fay, he dare not break with afl Burope, 
and the Pole will be ready, and without doubt 
would Stipulate with: you, to affift the Confede- 
gacy with 30 or 4oooo Men.. 

Thus it appears the Swede can never find it 
his Intereft.ta jeyn with France, and if he did, 
France could not be ufeful to him, nor he to 
the French.
